No Parallel In History. 


**On this 
occasion, probably 
the 
most momentous in the annals of the 
British empire, the jury would record 
their appreciation of the efforts made 
by the governments interested to ar­

parallel in the history of the world.” 
St. George s hall, a large auditorium, 
which had been especially fitted up for 
the occasion, was quite inadequate to 
accommodate the crowd that wished to 
listen to the evidence. 
The interest 
was intense and there was some ex­ 
citement, bat no 
demonstration oc­ 
curred. 
A 
great number 
of people 
gathered in the vicinity of the build­ 
ing to await the verdict and the space 
inside the hall was filled. 
The Brit­ 
ish government, the board of trade, 
the owners of “ game cock” fleet and

by counsel, but the 
Russian govern­ 
ment did not 
participate. 
The pro- 
oeedings occupied 
only about

The testimony consisted of medical 
evidence by which it was proved that 
the d< ath of Smith and Leggett w as 
the result of shell and machine gun 
wounds; then an expert identified frag­ 
ments 
of shells 
by private 
marks, 
which he said were undoubtedly Rus­ 
sian. and the stories 
of the captains 
and mates of the trawlers. 


Fishermen Got No W arning. 
These latter related that while they 
were engaged in their regular work 
the ships 
of the Baltic fleet 
in two 
squadrons emerged suddenly from the 
haze and throwing the glare of their 
search lights on the game cock fleet, 
without 
warning 
and 
disregarding 
flare green lights, the fishermen’s sig­ 
nal. and though within actual speak­ 
ing distance of one vessel, commenced 
a cannonade, which the fishermen at 
first, not realizing the danger, enjoyed, 
thinking it was 
a sham fight 
The 
firing lasted half a hour. 
To each of these witnesses was put 
the vital question regarding the pres­ 
ence o! a foreign 
vessel or torpedo 
boat. 
Each, 
with positiveness,

nied that

description.

Counsel for tho treasury then made

Wednesday prevented

tion around a prescribed quadrangular 
course of about fifteen miles, develop­ 
ed in a drifting exhibition, the Arrow 
finally 
landing in 
a cornfield 
four 
miles 
westzpf 
the aeronautic 
con­ 
course at the world's 
fair after the 
motor had been disabled by an exhaust 
cap again blowing off when the ves­ 
sel had resumed its flight after the 
first breakdown hod been repaired. 
The first accident 
resulted in the 
Arrow being 
brought to the 
ground 
about a mile and a half northeast of 
the concourse. 
The airship was com­ 
manded by A. Roy Knabenshuo of To­ 
ledo, O. 
W hen the repairs had been 
made after the first mishap, Knaben- 
shue drove the airship almost back to 
the concourse, but again the cap blew 
oft' and the helpless craft was carried 
four miles away into a cornfield. 
W h ile Captain Baldwin and several 
assistants were returning the airship 
from the place it landed in St. Louis 
county, after Its unsuccessful flight, to 
the world’s fair aeronautic concourse, 
the 
airship broke 
loose and 
drifted 
away. 
The airship escaped at 8:15. just as 
the persons were* towing it into the 
concourse with an automobile. 
There 
was a trolley line to be crossed and it 
was necessary to pass the prow of the 
craft «»vor the trolley wire and catch 
th*» down hanging rope and then re­ 
lease the rope that hung from the rear. 
In the darkness those manipulating th** 
ropes 
miscalculated 
and 
both 
the 
front and rear ropes were released at 
the same 
time. 
In a tw inkling

buoyant airship, from which had been 
taken 2,5 pounds of ballast and which

motor had been disabled by an exhaust 
cap again blowing off when the ves­ 
sel had resumed its flight after the 
first breakdown had been repaired. 
The first accident 
resulted in the 
Arrow being 
brought to the 
ground 
about a mile and a half northeast of 
the concourse. 
The airship was com­ 
manded by A. Roy Knabenshue of To­ 
ledo. O. 
When the repairs had been 
made after the first mishap, Knaben 
shue drove the airship almost back to 
the concourse, but again the cap blew 
off and the helpless craft was carried 
four miles away into a cornfield. 
W h ile Captain Baldw in and several 
assistants were returning the airship 
from the place it landed in St. Louis 
county, after its unsuccessful flight, to 
the world’s fair aeronautic concourse, 
the 
airship broke 
loose and 
drifted 
away. 
The airship escaped at 8:15, just as 
the persons were towing it. into the 
concourse with an automobile. 
There 
was a trolley line to be crossed and it 
was necessary to pass the prow of the 
craft over the trolley wire and catch 
the down hanging rope and then re­ 
lease the rope that hung from the rear.

Navigation of tlit* nir «lincmintlng nil 
previous daring as heavily as balloon­ 
ing Itself illseounfs surface transporta­ 
tion is to he essayed soon by M. San- 
toslMiinont, the well known aeronaut, 
who is hard at work on his thirteenth 
airship, savs a Paris cable dispatch to 
the New York Press. 
This newest, in­ 
vention of the world famous aeronaut 
is called a balloon, but the word fails 
in two ways to describe It. 
In the first 
place, it is not one balloon, but two, 
for inside the giant gas bag is to float 
a much smaller sphere. 
The Inner bal­ 
loon will be inflated with steam. 
It is 
lntend<*d to offset the leakage of "as 
from the larger bag. 
Santos-Dumont 
is convinced the cornjxmsation will be 
adequate, and experts who have seen 
Ida plans agree with him. 
He is not 
prepared to divulge to the world the 
secret of the arrangement whereby the 
smaller globe will keep the larger In 
continuous full Inflation. 
It Is said by 
the few friends in whom he has con­ 
fided, however, that it will astonish sci­ 
entists by Its extreme simplicity. 
The second respect in which the bal­ 
loon fails short of conveying a com­ 
plete Idea of the Invention is In its ac­ 
commodation. 
Santos I niinont expects 
to stay aloft for several days at a time, 
and he Is providing for his comfort in 
such aerial cruises by «‘quipping the 
ear like a miniature Pullman sleeper. 
Tlx* ear is to hold four passengers. 
It 
will be a tiny borne In the air and not 
so terribly small at that, for it is to be 
divided into several sections. 
One part will be given over to the 
steering gear and other machinery, and 
In it will sit the conductor or whoever 
may be “tin* man at the wheel” in his 
stead. Another section will be a com­ 
bination dining and observation com­ 
partment. 
There the passengers not 
engaged in running the airship will lie 
ubie to enjoy incomparable views while 
taking their meals. 
A third compart­ 
ment is the sleeping section and lava­ 
tory. 
It is t > contain two beds, with 
all t lu* other <• mi forts of home possible 
to so small a space. The berths will 
fold against the sides much in the 
fashion of those in an American sleep­ 
ing car. 
P. >th will be made so that 
they can be let down by day as well as 
by night, being useful as divans as 
well as couches. 
The almost microscopic lavatory will 
be supplied from a water tank. 
Of 
course tlx* host and bis guests will be 
careful not to waste the fluid, but it is 
expected enough can be carried for a 
four day cruise. Hack of tin* lavatory 
will la* a kitchen, where the passenger 
acting as cook will hold undisputed 
sway. The kitchen is to bo a reproduc­ 
tion in little of the now widely popular 
kitchenette invented in New York and 
quickly adopted in Paris. It will con­ 
tain everything essential to such culi­ 
nary achievement as the inventor will 
attempt in midair. 
All the utensils 
will be made of the thinnest alumini­ 
um, which metal will enter largely iu- 
to the intori >r construction of most of 
the compart mcnts. 
M. Santos-Dumont. thinks his new 
airship will travel about ten miles an 
hour on an average, although it is pos- 
sible lie will attain higher speed in 
short (light-. lie hopes to have it ready 
for trial this year. Tin* next balloon 
lit:—hod-!■- 
that H—t-o—suV-,—Hro four­ 
teenth 
it is expected by his friends, 
will he capable of making six «lay 
cruises and of going fast enough to 
cross the ocean. 
Even the projected 
thirteenth, it is said, will be useful for 
cruises over the Mediterranean. 
The 
Inventor attaches no significance to 
the number, but superstitious acquaint­ 
ances shake their heads gravely.
